The responsibility for the 
debt of

lone of the burning questions at 
that 
place which remains unsolved 
as 
a 
result of the town election held there 
on Monday. From reports, no one 
is 
willing to assume the 
responsibility 
for the indebtedness, but at the same 
time the people are paying the inter­ 
est on the money. 
It was about two years ago when a 
lot of concrete work was done in 
Em ­ 
m itsburg th at the money 
was 
bor­ 
rowed a t th a t place. It had been 
de­ 
c id e d to improve the streets and 
the 
money was accordingly secured. 
Now 
there are some people iii E m m itsburg 
who take the position that the 
town 
officials were not authorized to 
bor­ 
row the money and that tTre note given 
for the paym ent of 
the 
loan is 
the 
obligation of the individuars and 
not 
of the town. 
But the town is paying 
the interest each year on the debt. 
No one, 
naturally, 
is 
willing 
to 
take the responsibility for the 
debt. 
New officials are not anxious to raise 
the question. 
Several 
years ago 
a 
new charter was "ranted the town by 
the legislatu re. 
Some 
persons 
say 
that the officials have 
no 
power 
to 
borrow money without the consent of 
the people, while others 
hold 
other­ 
wise. 
There arc* others who 
contend 
that the money 
for the street 
work 
was not 
borrowed 
in 
legal 
form. 
While not much is said, 
as 
a 
rule, 
about the indebtedness, it is general­ 
ly remembered about the time of elec­ 
tion.

Did Not Lose a Man. 
The battle of Fiittchpnre, one of four 
fights In eight days, in the midst of a 
forced march of 120 miles to the relief 
of Lucknow, was as far as the small 
British force Is concerned absolutely 
bloodless, and Havelock’s classical "or­ 
der of the day" puts the fact on record 
In one of the battles against Akbnr 
! Khan In Afghanistan the result was 
almost equaly surprising. 
It was the 
punitive expedition of 1842 after the 
massacre a t Kabul and the horrible re­ 
treat from which only Dr. Brydon es­ 
caped. 
This battle made up some­ 
w hat for the frightful disaster, for the 
vk tnry could not have boon more com­ 
plete. 
The Afghans were driven headlong 
Into the river, and camp, baggage, ar­ 
tillery. horses, standards and arm s of 
every kind 
were captured, together 
with abundant amm unition and provi­ 
sion'. while Ak bar fled. 
Yet the Brit­ 
ish outy had ten killed,

Probably 
the only bloodless cam ­ 
paign ever undertaken by the British 
was the Abyssinian expedition against 
King Theodore led by Ixird Napier of 
Mngdata. 
It was this bloodless w ar 
! which gave him his title. 
Although the British arm y consisted 
of 10.000 men and although they were 
met by the enemy, who put up a bravo 
fight, and although they storm ed Mag- 
dala. situated on cliffs so steep that it 
was said a cat could not climb them, 
yet not a life was lost on the British 
side.
